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REPORT   OF   THE    FOREST    FIRE    WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest  forest 
fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years.  The  con- 
tinued drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before, 
the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and 
valuable  forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  American  tradition 
of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger 
was  minimized  by  active  prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing 
of  personal  rights  for  the  common  good.  It  was  the  greatest  dem- 
onstration of  public  cooperation  ever  experienced  by  those  responsible 
for  local  and  state  fire  control.  The  ready  forces  of  volunteer 
fire  services  kept  the  losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public 
response  the  general  fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks 
for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad  fire 
years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our  public 
conscience— a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire  causes  too 
many  of  our  fires. 

The  following   practices  and  suggestions  will   help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn  within 
the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn  late  in 
the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy  or  damp 

days.     Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop  extinguish  it 
promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump— it's  safer.    A  neglected 

backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this  a  year 
round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire  and 
not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New  Hamp- 
shire Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

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Superintendent's   Report 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Acworth: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

THE  SCHOOL  STAFF 

Mrs.  Ellen  Spafford  who  was  teacher  in  the  primary  room  the  past 
two  years,  resigned  last  June,  to  return  to  her  home  in  Vermont.  Mrs. 
Spafford  was  considered  one  of  the  best  primary  teachers  in  Union  No. 

5. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Leahy  was  appointed  to  succeed  Mrs.  Spafford,  and 
came  to  us  well  recommended.  We  have  been  pleased  with  her  first 
year  of  service  in  the  Acworth  School. 

Mrs.  Leahy  comes  from  Claremont,  New  Hampshire  where  she 
makes  her  home.  She  graduated  from  Johnson  Teachers  College  in 
Vermont  and  taught  for  five  years  in  Montgomery  and  Franklin, 
Vermont. 

Mrs.  Luce  and  Mr.  Grant  returned  again  this  year  as  teachers  in 
the  upper  grade  rooms,  grades  three  through  six. 

FINANCIAL  REIMBURSEMENTS 

The  School  District  of  Acworth  received  from  the  State  certain  in- 
comes in  the  form  of  Building  Aid  and  Foundation  Aid.  We  received 
$450.00  in  Building  Aid  and  $4816.06  in  Foundation  Aid.  This  gave  a  to- 
tal of  $5311.06  in  State  support  of  the  local  school. 

MAINTENANCE  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

Mr.  Grant,  Principal  of  the  school  was  appointed  janitor  of  the 
building  and  he  has  cared  for  the  custodial  services  and  cleaning  this 
year.  We  have  been  pleased  with  this  arrangement  and  have  found  the 
work  very  satisfactory. 

During  the  summer  months  the  building  was  thoroughly  cleaned 
by  Mrs.  Kenneth  Bascom.  The  floors  were  washed  and  waxed,  and  the 
pupils'  desks  cleaned  and  varnished.  Four  new  desk  and  chair  units 
were  purchased  for  the  upper  grade  room.  A  book  case  was  purchased 
for  the  intermediate  room,  and  a  Dutch  Door  built  for  the  kitchen. 

CAFETERIA  SERVICE 

Acworth  is  very  fortunate  to  have  such  a  fine  school  cafeteria. 
Very  few  small  schools  of  this  size  can  boast  of  such  a  service.  We 
commend  Mrs.  Mollie  Boothby  for  the  very  excellent  lunches  she  has 
prepared  daily  throughout  the  year.  The  children  are  served  in  three 
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groups  between  eleven  thirty  and  twelve  thirty  each  noon. 

About  sixty  children  are  served  and  all  who  wish  to  do  so  may  take 
advantage  of  the  hot  lunch  period.  Other  children  bring  a  lunch  from 

home. 

Government  surplus  food  received  from  the  State  helps  immeas- 
urably in  the  financing  of  this  program,  which  is  pretty  much  self 
supporting.  The  cost  of  a  meal  to  each  child  is  very  nominal.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  hot  lunch  plate,  milk  is  served  with  each  meal. 

SUMMARY 

Many  of  the  details  of  the  educational  program  offered  in  the  Ac- 
worth  School  are  explained  in  the  reports  of  the  school  Principal  and 
the  School  Nurse.  I  strongly  recommend  that  the  citizens  of  our  com- 
munity read  these  reports  very  thoroughly.  The  information  expressed 
in  these  reports  will  give  you  all  a  very  good  picture  of  the  local 
school  situation.  We  may  well  be  proud  of  the  good  work  that  is  being 
done  by  our  teaching  staff  and  other  employees  of  the  School  District. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Acworth  School  Board  for  their 
help  and  sincere  devotion  in  the  best  interest  of  the  schools.

Principal's   Message 

Acworth,  both  school  and  town,  is  now,  and  has  been  for  some 
time  going  through  a  number  of  changes,  some  obvious  and  others  less 
obvious.  Each  of  these  changes  affects  education  either  directly  or  in- 
directly and  forces  us  to  change  in  some  fashion  in  order  to  adapt  to 
the  different  conditions  created  by  differing  circumstances. 

One  of  the  more  obvious  changes  currently  being  consummated— 
that  of  school  cooperation  or  consolidation.  This  is  nothing  more  than 
a  situation  forced  upon  us  by  the  changing  temper  of  our  times.  Much 
as  we  may  yearn  for  the  closeness  of  our  small  secondary  school  units, 
and  much  as  we  may  praise  the  virtues  of  a  locally-run  high  school; 
in  the  light  of  cold,  hard  consideration  the  small  unit  cannot  provide 
the  adequacy  of  offering  which  is  necessary  today  at  an  economy 
which  can  be  borne  by  the  taxpayer. 

By  the  time  you  read  the  above  lines,  the  current  question  on 
school  changes  will  have  been  resolved,  so  perhaps  there  was  not  need 
to  dwell  at  length  before  getting  to  the  section  of  this  concerned  with 
Acworth  Elementary  School.  But  as  education  is  a  constantly  chang- 
ing thing,  I  feel  changes  should  be  dealt  with  immediately,  and  with  an 
eye  to  the  future. 

Acworth  Elementary  School  is  enjoying  a  successful  year  thanks 
to  the  efforts  of  the  other  members  of  the  faculty,  Mrs.  Beatrice  Luce 
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and  our  new  primary  instructor,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Leahy.  Our  offerings 
in  the  SRA  reading  program  and  our  TV  programs  have  been  im- 
proved and  expanded,  and  further  extension  in  these  and  related  areas 
is  anticipated. 

The  work  of  all  school  board  and  administrative  personnel  toward 
a  smooth-functioning  school  are  much  appreciated,  as  well  as  the  con- 
tributions of  those  involved  in  the  many  details  of  operating  our  bus 
and  lunch  programs.  Our  especial  gratitude  goes  to  the  parents  of  Ac- 
worth,  for  their  understanding  of  and  interest  in  our  school. 

Though  this  section  is  extremely  brief,  it  is  nonetheless  sincere, 
and  I  trust  conveys  my  deepest  humility  toward  the  task  of  educating 
Acworth's  young  people.

School    Nurse's   Report- 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Acworth  I  herewith  submit  my 
eleventh  annual  report  as  school  nurse. 

Sixty-nine  vision  tests  were  done.  Four  defects  were  noted  and  re- 
ported.  Corrections  were  made  in  all  cases. 

Sixty  hearing  tests  as  well  as  five  audiograms  were  done.  Two 
children  with  impaired  hearing  were  noted.  Both  children  were  taken 
care  of  medically. 

Sixty  children  were  weighed,  measured  and  inspected  for  notice- 
able abnormalities.  The  need  for  dental  care  still  remains  the  major 
health  problem.  Corrective  dentistry  is  needed  in  a  number  of  in- 
stances. Our  state  clinic  services  seem  to  provide  us  with  almost  ev- 
erything but  dental  care. 

Because  of  the  Polio  epidemic  in  Canada  last  summer  and  fall  we' 
again  offered  Sabin  Vaccine  Type  III  to  all  who  had  not  previously  re- 
ceived it.  You  may  recall  that  Type  III  was  the  controversial  type 
when  the  Vaccine  was  first  given.  Several  children  who  were  given 
Types  II  and  I  did  not  receive  the  Type  III.  Nineteen  children  and 
three  adults  received  the  Type  III  Vaccine  in  October. 

Seventy  children  were  given  the  Tuberculin  Patch  Test  as  well  as 
three  adults.  One  adult  and  one  child  reacted  to  it.  They  later  attended 
the  Chest  Diagnostic  Clinic  in  Claremont  and  had  chest  x-rays.  The 
readings  were  negative.  These  persons  will  be  x-rayed  yearly  from 
now  on.  The  positive  reading  of  the  Tuberculin  Tests  indicates  that  a 
person  has  had  direct  contact  with  tuberculosis  and  that  the  organ- 
isms causing  tuberculosis  are  lying  dormant.

About  fifteen  years  ago  the  school  districts  of  Alstead,  Charlestown 
and  Walpole  considered  consoUdation  and  rejected  the  idea.  Now, 
fifteen  years  later,  there  is  another  chance  to  unite  to  provide  a  better 
education  opportunity  for  your  children.  Don't  allow  this  second 
chance  to  escape.  If  you  do,  it  can  well  be  another  two  generations  of 
children  who  will  be  denied  the  better  education  that  can  be  economi- 
cally provided  by  consolidation. 

Leading  educators  advise  consolidation  to  form  larger,  more  ef- 
fective administrative  and  education  units.  The  State  Legislature  has 
recognized  the  need  for  consolidation  and  is  willing  to  pay  more  of  the 
cost  as  a  means  of  encouraging  small  school  districts  to  form  a  single 
larger  school  district.  The  N.  H.  Interim  Commission  on  Education 
strongly  recommends  larger,  more  efficient  education  units;  in  fact, 
this  commission  specifically  suggests  that  the  school  districts  of  Ac- 
worth,  Alstead,  Charlestown,  Langdon,  and  Walpole  now  studying  con- 
solidation, unite  to  form  a  consolidated  unit. 

Twenty  New  Hampshire  districts  combined  to  form  three  coopera- 
tive districts  in  the  1962-63  school  year.  These  communities  were  facing 
the  same  problems  that  are  facing  us  in  Acworth,  Alstead,  Charles- 
town, Langdon,  and  Walpole,  and  are  facing  fourteen  other  school  dis- 
tricts also  planning  to  form  cooperatives  this  year. 

Specifically  the  school  districts  are  having  difficulty  in  providing 
adequate  education  facilities  that  would  keep  them  on  a  par  with  pres- 
ent-day standards. 

Your  school  district  is  one  of  five  districts  considering  the  advan- 
tages of  joining  to  form  a  cooperative  school  district.  Several  com- 
mittees worked  for  nearly  a  year  under  the  specifications  of  the  old 
cooperative  school  law.  Then  at  a  school  district  meeting  held  on  Oc- 
tober 19,  1963,  it  was  voted  to  direct  the  Moderator  to  appoint  three 
qualified  voters  to  form  a  cooperative  planning  committee  in  keeping 
with  the  requirements  of  the  new  law  voted  by  the  1963  legislature.  The 
moderator  appointed  Gordon  Smith  Jr.,  Fred  Dodson,  and  Kenneth 
Grant  Jr.  These  citizens  have  been  your  representatives  on  the  cooper- 
ative planning  committee  composed  of  three  members  from  each  of 
the  school  districts  of  Acworth,  Alstead,  Charlestown,  Langdon,  and 
Walpole  and  have  been  meeting  once  a  week  since  the  organization 
meeting  held  October  30,  1963.  In  addition  to  the  weekly  meetings  of 
the  planning  committee,  planning  committee  members  meet  with  the 
curriculum,  building,  transportation,  publicity  and  finance  committees. 
All  of  these  citizens  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  the  large  amount 
of  time  and  effort  they  have  given  to  serve  their  various  committees. 

Some  of  the  advantages  of  forming  a  cooperative  school  district 
are: 

1.  Continuity  and  integration  of  the  education  program. 
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2.  Larger  units  allow  economical  provision  for  both  rapid  and  slow 
learners,  and  provide  the  means  for  specialization  of  services. 

3.  Provide  a  balanced  and  adequate  curriculum. 

4.  Provide  more  effectively  for  the  educational  needs  of  all  pupils 
ranging  from  those  who  are  planning  college  and  those  who  are 
finishing  their  education  when  they  graduate  from  high  school. 

5.  Receive  more  state  aid. 

6.  Better  teachers  and  improved  teacher  retention. 

7.  Provide  expanded  educational  opportunity,  adult  education  and 
summer  school  programs. 

8.  Tend  to  reduce  drop-outs. 

9.  Better  provision  for  individual  differences  and  interests. 

10.  Improved  ability  to  keep  abreast  of  educational  trends. 

In  1981-62,  the  average  expenditure  per  pupils  for  current  expense 
purposes  in  the  public  high  schools  having  an  enrollment  of  less  than 
100  was  $165.18  higher  than  the  corresponding  average  for  high  schools 
which  had  an  enrollment  of  more  than  300  pupils. 

The  idea  of  consolidation  is  nearly  the  same  problem  that  faced 
communities  about  twenty  years  ago  when  they  decided  to  close  their 
small  one-  and  two-room  schools  and  bring  their  children  in  to  a  cen- 
tralized community  school.  The  same  arguments  prevail  today  against 
consolidation  as  existed  as  arguments  against  closing  the  one-  and  two- 
room  schools  of  yesteryear  would  be  against  going  back  to  that  kind  of 
education.  Business  needs  to  grow  and  to  keep  abreast  of  its  compe- 
tition. Education  faces  the  same  challenge.  It  must  keep  abreast  of 
the  trends  and  improvements  in  education  or  fail  to  prepare  the  youth 
of  today  for  the  challenges  of  life  in  a  society  that  is  becoming  more 
and  more  complex.

In  the  fall  of  September  1964  we  expect  to  have  an  entering  class 
of  seven  pupils  in  grade  1.  There  are  sixteen  pupils,  at  present  in  the 
sixth  grade,  who  will  be  tuitioned  into  Alstead  next  year.  This  should 
give  us  an  Acworth  School  enrollment  for  next  year  of  fifty-six  pupils. 
The  room  assignments  would  likely  be  as  follows: 

Primary  room  (grades  1  and  2)  15  pupils 
Intermediate  room  (grades  3  and  4)  20  pupils 
Upper  grade  room  (grades  5  and  6)  21  pupils 

Total    56  pupils 


SCHOOL  BOARD  MEETINGS 
The  school  board  members  have  had  a  very  busy  year.  They  have 
met  regularly  for  their  monthly  meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month.  Special  meetings  have  been  called  as  needed.  In  addition  to 
these  local  meetings  they  have  attended  many  Planning  Board  Meet- 
ings in  connection  with  the  Cooperative  School  Study.  Mr.  Richard  El- 
sesser  was  elected  Chairman  this  year,  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Clark  Sec- 
retary. Your  Superintendent  has  been  in  attendance  at  all  these  meet- 
ings, while  Mr.  Grant,  your  Principal  has  attended  meetings  whenever 
his  schedule  would  permit. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  the  School  Board  give  serious  consideration  to  the  adoption 
of  new  mathematics  books  in  the  primary  room,  in  keeping  with 
the  results  of  a  teacher  study  group  which  has  been  evaluating 
textbooks  in  this  field. 

2.  That  the  School  Board  give  serious  consideration  to  the  hiring 
of  a  music  supervisor,  in  joint  employment  with  several  other 
small  towns  within  the  Union  No.  5. 

3.  That  money  be  provided  in  the  budget  for  re-shingling  the  roof 
on  the  old  section  of  the  building. 

4.  That  the  school  district  of  Acworth  give  serious  consideration  to 
the  matter  of  school  consolidation,  either  through  the  Coopera- 
tive idea,  or  some  other  plan  of  expansion. 
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
